Support  of  Linen  Pall  Over 
Pharaoh's  Sarcophagus  Is 
Said  to  Be  Unusual  in 
Egyptology 

MASSIVE  CONSTRUCTION 
WOMD^  Of  BEHOLOEfiS 

Great  Difficulty  Experienced  in 
Applying  Preservatives  to 
Woodwork  in  Oppressive 
Atmosphere  of  Sepulchre 

LUXOR.  Dec.  31.— The  rack 
of  catafalque  siipp<jrtinj3^  a 
linen  pall  whicli  stands  be- 
tween the  first  and  second  of 
Ttit.nikhiinH'n'.-i  shrines  and  now 
is  in  process  of  being^  dismantled, 
is  unique  in  the  history  of 
Egyptolo|L(.\ .  Jt  can  be  com- 
pared only  to  the  framework  of 
a  house,  with  the  struts  to  carry 

the  roof  running  lengthwise  from  one 
end  to  the  other,  and  bent  at  each 
end  to  flj  into  cooper  hoops  Inserted 
in  the  woodwork  on  the  front  and 
back  supports. 

The  catafalqun  rests  on  carved 
feet  at  either  end.  Its  sections  Joined 
with  copper  hoops  atlll  tied  up  with 
string  as  left  by  the  undertakers  to 
royalty  thirty  centuries .  ago.  U  is 
painted  reddish  Kold  and  black  al- 
ternate stripes.  Unfortunately  the 
paint,  particularly  the  black  bitumen, 
is  coming  off  wholesale. 

Mr.  Canor  Worried 

Howard  Carter,  directing  the  ex- 
cavation, told  the  correspondent  today 
while  seated  on  the  scaffolding 
erected  over  the  eecond  ahcinc 
swathing  the  catafalque  In  surgical 
bandageM.  that  he  waa  worried  over 
the  prospect  of  getting  It  down  with- 
out considerable  damage. 

The  oppressive  atmosphere  In 
Which  the  excavators  have  to  work 
rendem  the  emplagaieat  af  paiafin 
wax;  th|i  fiinrtla/  .4»raaewnat|ve  for 
•aaelaat-'^aaaidawrt^'^^"  alli''V0fta^'''Wt0- 
gether  im practicable,  as  the  process 
of  applying  ihs  wnx,  which  must  be 
done  at  .i  high  temperature,  would 
render  the  ulr  of  the  t^mb  unbreath- 
ablo. 

Under  the  paint,  however,  the 
woodwork  of  the  cata|alque.  as  that 
of  every  part  of  the  shrine,  is  extra- 
ordinarily solid.  There  was  visible 
evidence  of  thl^  today  when  Mr. 
Carter  and  one  of  the  staff,  wearing 
light  gynmasluni  thoes.  were  stand- 
ing on  a  scaffolding  which  reeled  on 
part  of  the  canopy  Itself. 

Immense  NoUdlty 

Indeed,  the  Immense  solidity  ami 
the  tremendous  weight  of  the  sec- 
tions of  Ihc  outer  shrines  roof 
B!«Ioni.Mhod  th<^  <xravati)r.'<  These 
three  aectlons,  now  removed,  stood 
against  the  wall  of  the  ante-chambrr 
of  the  tomb  today,  pressnting  a  truly 
formidable  appearance,  both  regard- 
ing their  dimensions  and  nbvloua 
weight. 

In  a  ti;»y  n<'iirb.v  were  frugmentN 
of  the  great  linen  pall,  pari  of  which 
Blili  lies  in  till'  .«pace  between  the 
first  and  second  shrines,  having 
broken  off  through  the  weight  of  the 
many  hundreds  of  roeettea  with 
which  It  had  been  sswn.  The  linen 
is  of  a  brown-black  color,  and  of 
almost  gossamer  fineness.  The 
rosettes  am  ribbed,  resembling  the 
Japa'neHe  enibleni  of  the  rising  sun. 
nefore  the  royal  i)all  fell  victim  bf 
the  gnawing  tooth  of  time,  it  must 
have  been  a  most  magnificent  alfalr. 

The  removal  of  the  roof  of  the 
outer  shrine  now  admits  of  a  good 
view  by  Tutankhamen's  succeiviorw  of 
the  figure  of  tho  king  ~a  slender 
figure  with  curious.  almoncKshaped 
eyes  painted  on  the  back  wall  of  the 
scpulchural  chamber. 

A  large  number  of  visitors  pro- 
vided with  special  permits  from  the 
Ministry  of  Vubllo  Works  visited  the 
tomb  todsy.

He  has  brought 
into  the  afairt  of  the  country  suble 
administration.  He  hts  greatly  en- 
hanced the  prestige  of  his  nation, 
and  he  has  swept  away  the  threat  of 
rcvolutioi  whicli  faced  the  Mipinc 
government  which  he  supplanted.
